WILMINGTON, March 14.—There is 
keen interest here in the result of the 
special election of next Wednesday, 
when the clectors of this city will vote 
on a proposition to incur a bonded in-

ACCIDENTAL DROWNING. 


Verdict of Coroner's Jury at Santa 
Monica at Inquest Over Remains 
of Alaska Mining Man. 
SANTA MONICA, March 14.—Death 
from accidental drowning was the ver- 
dict rendered by the Coroner’s jury 
at the inquest over Eugene Sperry 
of Nome, Alaska, whore body wae 
found on the beach near the foot of 
Montana avenue, last evening.

NOVEL SUGAR MAKING. 
Local Concern Turne Out Product 


Prom Charcoal and Water—No 
Northern Factory. 

The fact that sugar in 200 and 30 
pound lots has been manufactured from 
charcoal and water, and may result 
in the establishment of a new indus- 
try, is the gist of a statement made 
last night by Dr. D. F. McGraw of 
San Franciaco, who is at the Westmin- 
ster. Dr. McGraw is a member of the 
firm of Wayne & McGraw, brokers, 
who are fiscal agents for the National 
Sugar Company. The concern has a 
small factory at Twenty-ninth and 


Hooper streets, and C. F. Stewart, 
president of the company and inventor 
of the process, has been conducting 
the successful experiments. 

McGraw denied the rumor that his 
concern has erected or plans to erect 
a factory in San José. He explained | 
the process by the statement that tae! 
chemical analysis of cane sugar showed 
twenty-two parts of hydrogen, twelve 
parts of carbon and eleven parts of 
water. To make sugar from charcoal 
and water, Dr. McGraw explained, re-

BUILDING A FORT. 4 
“In the latter part of the , there 
were too many traders in Fort Ben- 
ton, and I decided to make an attempt 
to corral the trade of the Bloods and 
Blackfeet, who, up to that time, had 
mostly dealt with the Hudson's Bay 
Company, at their mountain fort post. 
Above all, I wanted to get North and 
hunt Yor the location of the rich sil- 
ver lead. The Indians were bad at 
that time, and it would have been im- 
ible for me to go North, had not 


of the Bloods, come to me and made 
friends. ‘I like you,” he sald, ‘and 
want you to come to my country and 
trade with us.’ 

“Looking back at it now, I wonder 
how we succeeded in building that 
fort. In the fall of 1868 1 went North 
with only six men and a number of 
wagons of trade goods, and located at 
the junction of the St. Marys and Billy 
rivers. That first winter we built, and 
traded, and fought. The next winter 
I had more men, and in 1872 finished 
the fort. It was 140 feet square, rnd 
two bastions, in which I placed two 
six-pound smooth-bore cannon and one 
four-pound rified piece. Then, for the 
Arat time, I felt that I could defy all 
the Indians in the rthwest, if neces- 


sary. 
LOST AGAIN. 

“In the meantime I had been mak- 
ing inquiries of the Indians about the 
trip of Father De Smet into the coun- 
try and at last I found a Stony, ol4 
and blind, who had accompanied him. 
The fellow said that he knew 
where the ledge of ‘bullet’ rock Waa. 
I had his wife lead him out to our 
corral: ‘Inside of that fence,’ I told 
him, “are 100 horses. Think of it; 190 
g00d, big horses. If you will show 
us where the bullet rock is they are 
yours, all yours.”

We are on the wide Gulf of 
Kavirondo and on the eastern edge of the greatest fresh- 
water lake of the world. That island studded sea in 
front of us is Victoria Nyanza; and over there at the 
northwest, less than a week's march on foot, and less 
than two days by the small steamers which ply on the 
lake, is Napoleon Gulf. out of which flows the great 
River Nile. With the glass vou may see the hippopota- 
muses swimming near the shores of Kavirondo Bay, and 
behind us are plains covered with pastures and spotted 
with droves of cattle, antelope, and gnu, and also the 
queerly-thatched huts of the stark-naked natives. 

The plains have a sparse growth of tropical trees, 
and looking over them we can catch sight of the hills 
which steadily rise to the Mau Escarpment, beyond 
which is the great Rift Valley, and still farther east 
are the level highlands of British East Africa, the whole 
extending on and on to Mombasa, a distance as great 
as that between New York and Cleveland, to the Indian 
Ocean. It was at that point that I entered the conti- 
nent, and I have been traveling for days in coming the 
584 miles which lie between us and the ocean. 
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A Future Metropolis. 


Port Florence is the terminus of the Cand Railroad, | 
and it is destined to be one of the great Mies of East | 
Central Africa. When the Cape-to-Cairo trunk line Is 
completed there will probably be a branch running from 
here through Uganda to connect with it, and all the 
commerce of the vast region about Lake Victoria will 
flow by steamer to this point and down the Uganda 
railway to the sea. As it is now, the trade is greatly 
increasing, and ivory, hides, grain and rubber from 
German East Africa, the Upper Congo and the lands to 
the north of the lake are shipped through here to the 
coast. The cars come right down to a wooden wharf 
which extends well out into the Kavirondo Gulf. On 
the lake are several small steamers, which have been | 
brought up here in pleces and put together, and they 
are now bringing in freight from all parts of this big 
inland sea. 

As to Port Florence itself, it is a little tin town with 
practically no accommodations for travelers. The only | 
place to stop is a dark bungalow, or rest-house, put up 
by the government, and the only stores are those of a. 
few Hindoo traders. The Europeans consist of some 
soldiers belonging to the King’s African Rifles, of the 
government officials and of some employés of the rail- | 
road.

‘Cursed Be Haman! 
How THE Jews CELEBRATE THE 
FEAST OF PURIM. 

By a Special Contributor. 

66 URSED be Haman!” is the cry to be heard in 
every Jewish orthodox home and synagogue all 
over the world on the great and time-honored 

feist of Purim, celebrated this year on Wednesday, 

March 18, which is the fourteenth day of the Jewish 

month Adar. 

The Los Angeles Jews will not be lacking in observ- 
ing this festival with all the enthusiasm usually atten- 
dant upon it, while even the reformed Jews, who have 
given up a good many antique customs, will join with 
the orthodox in all the hilarity and jovial merriment 
possible. 

Purim is quite as much a national as a religious feast, 
since it celebrates the deliverance of the Jews of Persia 
out of the cruel hands of Haman, 400 years before the 
Christian era. 

Haman ordered lots to be drawn, in order to deter- 
mine the day for the wholesale massacre of the Jews 
throughout the Persian kingdom, whence the name of 
this feast—Purim, or Lots. 

Purim is, in fact, a kind of mixed Jewish Fourth of 
July and Christmas, in many ways. It resembles 
America’s national holiday, July 4, because it recalls the 
historic preservation and deliverance of the Persian 
Jews from the yoke of the oppressor, with all its atten- 
dant jubilation, and it partakes of the nature of our 
Christmas, in the fact that Purim is a feast that is 
characterized by the giving and receiving of presents. 

The Book of Esther, in which is told the story of 
Queen Esther and her part in the emancipation of the 
Persian Jews, expressly commands that the feast should 
be kept, not only as a joyful day, every year, but that 
the bestowal of gifts. especially to the poor, should be 
standing observance among the Jews throughout the 
Persian monarchy. From Persia, Purim spread all over 
Asia, Africa, and Europe, wherever the Jews settled, 
and was finally browght over to America. In every 
Jewish synagogue in California, as elsewhere, it is the 
pious duty either to read, or hear read, the Book of 
Esther on the feast of Purim. During this reading, in 


name, the whole congregation shouts: “Cursed be 
Haman!” “Blessed be Mordecai!” “Cursed be Zer- ) 
ehh! “Blessed be Esther!” “Cursed be all idolators, | 
blessed be all Israelites, and blessed be Harbonah who | 
hanged Haman!” Such noisy religious and racial en- 
thusiasm in a Christian church would seem entirely out 
of place, but in the orthodox Jewish synagogue, on the | 
feast of Purim, it is quite in keeping with the

canon does not apply, on account of the joyfulness of 
the feast. In fact, all over the United States, in our 
larger cities, it is on Purim that the Jews give their 
great masquerade charity balls, when immense sums of 
money are raised for the poor, for hospitals, and for 
other charities, both Jewish and Christian. It is also 
in Purim that the Jews center all their dramatic talents, 
since the feast is characterized by amateur plays and 
dramas, for the purpose of arousing, every year, the 
memory of days at once terrible and triumphant in the 
long history of Judaism. Modern Judaism has been 
giving to the world a goodly number of Jewish play- 
wrights, dramatists, actors and actresses, but had it not 
been for Purim, it is not likely that any Jewish drama 
would ever have appeared. The writing and staging of 
Purim plays for 2000 years amateurs was the means 
of developing the modern J drama. For ages, the 
only dramatic presentation allowed among the Jews 
was the Purim play. 

Purim is also a popular children’s feast, not only be- 
cause of the custom of giving presents, but because. 
even in the synagogue, the children catch the hilarious 
spirit of the day and expect to be showered with nuts 
and sweetmeats, thrown down upon them from the 
galleries. And oh! what a scrambling among the 
youngsters! 

So Purim, in the regular old-fashioned orthodox syn- 
agogue, is far from a decorous, hidebound festival, but 
the free expression of popular joy. The American 
Jews celebrate Purim with perhaps greater apprecia- 
tion and mirth than any other, since, in the memories 
of their Persian sufferings and final deliverance, they 
see but a prophecy of that greater emancipation of the 
Jewish race guaranteed them, at last, by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. Of all Jews, the American is 
the most emancipated and the most happy. 

Like all other Jewish days, the feast of Purim begins 
at sunset and lasts until sunset of the following day. 
a period of full twenty-four hours.

Haight’s engine was of the “Mother Hubbard” type, with 
cowcatcher of vertical steel rods. offering but a precari- 
ous footing. The President in his letter commended the 
brave engineer for performing “a great service for hu- 
manity in so unselfishly placing your own lite in 
jeopardy to save the life of a helpless child.” 


Mangled, but Saved Child. 


For a very similar deed of heroism which resulted less 
fortunately for himself, a plucky fireman out in Ne- 
braska has not only been decorated by the President, but 
honored by the citizens of his community with election 
to the office of County Clerk. This medalist, George H. 
Poell, of Grand Island. Ne, at the time of his heroic 
rescue, was passing near Powells, Neb., on a St. Joseph 
and Grand Island train. It was about dusk and the train 
was rounding a curve at speed of twenty-five miles an 
hour, on a down grade, when the engineer, applying the 
brakes, cried out across the cab that a child was upon 
the track. Poell took one look at the tot, who turned 
partly around and then started on a trot, still in the 
center of the track, as if seized with a childish notion 
that he could beat the locomotive in the race for life. 
Poell then sprang out of the cab window, dropped upon 
the cowcatcher and bracing his heels on the bottom rail 
of the latter, leaned forward. He caught the little fellow 
and lifted him onto the locomotive: but the impact 
with the child caused him to slip. Luckily the child 
rolled to a place of safety, but his rescuer was caught 
beneath the engine's cylinder, his body be- 
ing dragged on the ties of a bridge forty feet long. 
His foot was picked up 200 feet behind and both of his 
arms were broken. But the child, two and a half years 
old, was only slightly hurt. 

First Woman Decorated. 


The first woman to be honored with this new national 


order of merit is Miss Mary Guinan of Middletown, N. Y. | 


The deed for which she was decorated was a display of 
extreme daring in risking her life to save that of a man, 
74 years old and quite feeble. This old gentleman at- 
tempted to cross the Erie Railroad at Middletown in 
front of two trains approaching on adjacent tracks, and 
in opposite directions. He was unmindful of his danger 
until he reached the central space between the two 
tracks. Here he became greatly bewildered at his ap- 


parent inability to either go forward or turn back with- 


fut being ground to pieces. Miss Guinan, who was walt- 
ing at the crossing. saw his predicament: and, unminful 
of herself, ran to the old man’s side, in the place of 
danger. She now shared his peril, and a misstep of a 
few inches was certain to bring death to both. The situ- 
ation demanded the utmost presence of mind. Realiz- 
ing that to drag the man to either side would now be 
certain death, she seized him, dragged him to the center 
of the space and held him firmly to prevent his giving

It will be frozen solid, though, and if intended 
for use as soon as received in the household, the lacteal 
fluid for the tea or coffee will have to be chipped off 
with the handle of the knife or fork, according to the 
quantity desired in the drink. This brick milk has 
grown to be a necessity in the warmer countries of 
Europe. 

The Belgian government has given a yearly subsidy 
of about $50,000 to increase the trade. In Copenhagen 
a firm engaged in this business makes a weekly delivery 
of 300,000 pounds per week, and a great deal of this goes 
to distant countries. Philadelphia Record.

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A CURIOUS DREAM.

The deep interest and constant reading in the daily 
papers of the Japanese-Russian War, | attribute to be 
the cause of a most singular dream, if it was nothing 
but a dream, the memory of which lives forever in my 
mind, so vivid and real, leaving me for many days often 
in a state of weariness and almost nervous collapse. 


I was visiting at the house of friends in the country; 
among their guests was a very celebrated spiritualist, 
— two theosophists, one a near relative of Mme. Bla- 
vatsky. On the night of which I write we had been 
chatting on many subjects—but not of the war. From 
some ynaccountable reason I was searcely able to fol- 
low the conversation, and at 10 o'clock excused my- 
, self, more from a feeling of stupidity than sleepiness. 
1 went to my room and threw myself on my bed fully 
dressed, a strange languor overcoming me—I was not 
wholly unconscious, but unable to rouse myself—the 
sensation of being lifted and carried very swiftly over 
great space, then utter oblivion. When I awoke or re- 
gained consciousness | was on a battlefield, filled with 
dead and dying soldiers, blood everywhere, the hem of 
my white dress was crimson with it—my gray cloak 
dripped with it; strangest of all with the moans of the 
dying, and the faces of the dead, I had no fear. The 
men in uniform who were with me were examining and 
separating the dead and living. I saw a little way from 
me the eyes of a dying soldier gazing earnestly at me. 
his face covered with blood. I knelt down and raised 
his head. 


“I knew you would come,” he said. “You will de- 
liver the message for me.” his voice eager, but choked 
with the death rattle in his throat. 


“What message,” I asked to comfort him. 


“Here in my breast, promise me—you—will—not—rest 
—until—you—have—delivered—it—promise!" I bowed 
my head; he fell back dead. Placing my hand in his 
breast, to see if life was extinct, I felt and drew forth a 
paper; this, too, was crimson with blood, except at the 
corner, where were two words in a strange tongue. I 
showed the bloody paper to the commanding officer; he 
started, turning pale. 

“Start at once; speak to no one; remember your 
promise to the dead.” 


I asked no questions, but placed the paper in my 
bosom. Stepping over dead bodies, without fear or 
wonder, I started, whence I knew not—two roads lay 
before me, one lonely, gray and deserted; I turned down 
the other—it looked less dreary. Long miles I trav- 
eled, when suddenly I stopped; surely it was a sigh, al- 
most a sob—the “wrong road.” It seemed to be wailed 
by the wind, for there was no human soul near, and I 
had long since left the dead behind me. 


I awoke with a start. I was back in my own room, 
which was flooded with sunlight; the birds were singing 
outside my window in the big linden trees. Just then 
the rising bell rang; I tried to rise. Oh! the unutter- 
able weariness of my arms and limbs: my feet, too, felt 
bruised and sore when 1 tried to stand. Presently I 
managed to get to my wash stand, and, bathing my 
face with cologne, I felt less faint. 


When I entered the dining-room, I staggered to a seat, 
deadly faint and white, unutterably exhausted. I said 
nothing of my dream. During the day I lay silent in a 
hammock, with my eyes closed. I could hear the mur- 
mur of voices, but I slept at intervals. Immediately 
after supper I retired to my room—a desire to be alone, 
to think. I retired at once, and fell asleep—the same 
feeling of being lifted and carried switity, still more 
swiftly, through unseen space. when again conscious 
of my feet touching earth, as though some one had put 

me down. I looked about me; | was on a lonely road,

Quietly I spoke the two 
words at the bottom of the paper. He disappeared, but 
returned in an instant. I was led down a long hall, 
lined with soldiers. I entered a room; at a desk sat 
the commanding officer. I went straight to him, drew 
the bloody paper from my bosom; he seemed to read it; 
springing quickly to his feet, he cave orders, which 
started officers and men hurrying from the room. 

Placing his hands upon my shoulders and looking 
searchingly, gravely. at me, he said: “It is well done:

NE of the most important government institutions 

at Washington is a microbe factory. It belongs to 

the War Department, and makes a business of turn- 
ing out germs of all kinds of diseases in quantities, 
breeding them in glass tubes, and feeding them upon 
specially-prepared jelly foods. : 

The establishment in question, which is under the 
charge of Dr. William Gray, is one of the principal lab- 
oratories of Uncle Sam's health service. Whenever a 
new and interesting “pathogenic” microbe turns up— 
such as the long-sought germ of the deadly Panama 
fever, which was discovered recently—it undergoes 
painstaking examination at the factory. It is bred on 
scientific principles in a specially-constructed incubator,

For, when a disease microbe has been satisfac- 
torily identified, and its life history fully studied, means 
wherewith to fight it are easily found. For one thing, 
various poisons are tried upon it, and the one that seems 
most deadly is likely to prove, for obvious reasons, the 
most effective medicine for the malady, when given in 
judicious doses to a person attacked by it. 

There is, however, an entirely new idea which is soon 
to be applied in our army, not for the treatment, but 
for the prevention of typhoid—that deadly disease which 
decimates troops so frightfully in the field. It has al- 
ready proved very successful in Germany. Batches of 
typhoid germs, artificially bred on gelatine, are subjected 
to a temperature of 140 degrees Fahrenheit for one bour, 
thereby killing them, and their dead substance is em- 
ployed thereupon as a “vaccine,” being introduced by 
inoculation into the veins of the soldier. Though the 


-microbes themselves are no more, their poison retains 


an activity which, when utilized in the manner described, 
gives immunity against the dreaded malady. 

The capacity of the laboratory in Washington is suffi- 
cient to turn out, incidentally to other work, as many 
billions of typhoid germs as might be required, when

CHAPTER I. 
THE STAGE SETTING FOR THE TRAGEDY. 


HE Far East is the danger spot of the world. Here 

is brewing a storm that will shake the ends of the 

earth when it breaks. The Russo-Japanese War did 
not simplify matters in the least, as the American and 
English people so fondly believe, but only increased the 
danger and uncertainty. Instead of Russia occupying 
Manchuria alone, we now have both Russia and Japan 
there. Instead of Korea being an independent buffer 
state between China and Russia on the north and Japan 
on the east, we find her swallowed, land and people, by 
Japan, and acting simply as a stepping-stone dor further 
campaigns of expansion in that whirlpool of political in- 
tsigue and selfish ambition. 

Although every treaty made by Japan with Korea bas 
upheld her independence, this empire today is one in 
name only; the Emperor is virtually a prisoner in his own 
palace; finances, foreign affairs, customs, army and navy, 
transportation—al!l are in the hands of the victorious 
Japanese, and the lot of the Koreans is surely a sad one. 
What are the important rights that Japan has gained by 
the war? First, sovereignty over Korea; second, cer- 
tain rights in China. Both of these are possess‘ons 
taken from sovereign powers who were neutral during 
the war, and who had no legal interest therein, except 
that they furnished the spoila. Korea has not consented 
to be practically annexed to Japan; in fact, she has ob- 
jected thereto in every way in her power. No greater 
hatred could exist than that which the Koreans, from 
Emperor to the lowest coolle, bear to the Japanese, and 
nothing could be more untrue or misleading than the 


the Japan Chronicle of Kobe, and the Japan News of 
Nagasaki. The editors of these papers are the corre- 
spondents of the leading London papers, and in addition, 
some, if not all, are in the employ and pay of the Japa- 
nese government. Is it a wonder that they daily sing 
in concert a joyous song of Japanese virtue, success and 
infallibility? It is true that there is an American paper 
published in Yokohama—the Japan Daily Advertiser— 
but this paper must secure its Japanese news from the 
same source as the rest, and even if it could secure un- 
prejudiced news from Japan, Korea and Manchuria, ft 
would not dare to print it, as ite very life depends on 
the advertisements of the Japanese and merchants who 
do business with the Japanese, mainly English. I don’t 
blame the editor if he joins in the happy chorus of sub- 
sidized praise. 

Public opinion in England and America, the greatest 
asset that Japan had during the war, was thus made 
favorable to her, and is continued today. Everything 
favorable to Japan is expanded; everything unfavorable 
suppressed or presented in such a way that it makes 
little impression. We are informed that the Japanese 
man is the bravest, most patriotic, most self-sacrificing 
being in the world; that the Japanese girls are so dainty, 
cute and entertaining; but we are not told that the Japa- 
nese man is the most dishonest that one can find any- 
where, or that the Japanese girls lack all appreciation 
of morals and virtue, as we understand them. The real 
issues and results of the war have been concealed from 
the American people, and false ones created to justify the 
Japanese cause. We are told that Russia threatened the 
very existence of Japan, that war was the only hope of 
salvation, and that Russia and not Japan was the ag- 
gressor. These statements were untrue. The real cause 


— — 


was that Japan wanted Korea, wanted Manchuria, 
wanted all China, and Russia stood in her way; in fact,

None of the powers has recognized any “preponderat- | 


ing influence“ of Japan in Korea except Russia and Eng- 
land. The position of Russia can well be understood, as 
it is a fesult of the war, and was made one of the arti- 
cles of the declaration of peace; but England's recogni- 
tion is a different matter. It came naturally as a result 
of her alliance with Japan. And why did England make 
this alliance with Japan? Simply her fear for the secur-

Japan had long been looked upon by England | 
as the only possible ally in case of trouble, but England | 


Was not ready for a hard, fast-binding alliance until 
Japan had “proved herself” and showed that her highly- 


advertised “civilization” was more than a mere veneer- | 
ing. But Japan, recognizing this, precipitated matters. 
Flushed with her victory over China, and considering | 
herself the equal of any power, or combination of pow- | 


ers, she in 1902 informed England that she was going to | 


make an alliance, and would offer her the first opportu- 


nity, and, if England did not accept at once, she would | 


turn to Russia.

Japan's threat of an alliance with Russia was of | 
course a bluff: Japan’s intention, even at this early date, | 


was to fight Russia and not to unite with her, as they 


were both after the same territory, Korea and Manchu- | 


ria, and Russia certainly had the upper hand at this 
time. But it was a bluff that “cashed in,” and “cash” 
is the proper word to apply. Japan had fully made up 
her mind to declare war against Russia; her army was 
being rapidly enlarged, her fleets prepared, but she 
lacked the one thing most necessary for engaging in war 
in these modern times—money. Japan wanted money, 
and a few years to spend it in, and then she would be 
ready. Since the making of the treaty, England, with 
every possible assistance from Japan, has been trying 
to gain the popular approval of her people. She has had 
great success in this effort in England, but among her 
nationals in the Orient there is not much enthusiasm. 
I have talked with British merchants throughout Japan, 
and everywhere I find a feeling of disgust, and an ex- 
pressed opinion that England got the small end of the 
bargain. As one tersely put it: “The blooming beggars

STALKING CARIBOU. 


ESKIN OS“ POWER OF ENDURANCE—THEIR 
CAMPs. 

The only man who navigates the Aretic Ocean in a 
gasoline launch is a young Rochesterian who is on his 
way home from the Bering Straits, says the Rochester 
Post-Express. Alexander Allen left Rochester some 
years ago to seek a fortune digging for “color” in 
Alaska, in the rich goldfields that lie beside and behind 
Nome, but when a two-years stake did not bring him a 
fortune he loaded a gasoline launch to the scuppers 
with everything from Teddy bears to harpoons and 
started hyperborean trading cruises. 


Mr. Allen says that the American Eskimos acquire 
wonderful powers of endurance, and are possibly the 
greatest long-distance runners in the world, for they 
have to trail game to get food for their starving camps 
in winter and hunt the Far North animals for furs to 
barter with the traders in summer. 


The natives have two camps. When the thaw sets in 
and the rivers open they come down from the interior 
to camp in villages at the heads of creeks and inlets of 
the Arctic coast. But after the few traders who visit 
them in the open seasons, have returned south to escape 
the early-forming ice and to miss the rigorous dangers 
of the inblowing storms which pile the ice packs upon 
the broken Alaskan coast, the Eskimos again break 
camp to return inland for hundreds of miles, where they 
subdivide once more into smaller bodies, each family of 
which has assigned to it the hunting rights to certain 
creeks and country. 


When Mr. Allen arrived with a well-laden cargo at 
Killaturruck, shortly after the hunters of the village 
had returned from inland points distant 500 miles, he 
saw them engage in games and contests after finishing 
their bartering. The boys played football and the men 
ran races. The game consisted in kicking what looked 
like a baseball made out of raw sealskin and stuffed 
with caribou hair, and the running 
merely 


to play and race while clad in the 
ordinary warm fur costumes seemed to fatigue neither

The runners acquire their remarkable power of en- 
durance and tenacity through contending with exigen- 
cies while hunting in the winter. After they leave the 
summer camp by the ocean inlet and move a probable 
400 miles inland each family is separated and located 
on a certain section. But in times when food or cloth- 
ing is scarce a chief hunter has to proceed an even fur- 
ther stage inland, and leaves to others the trapping of 
smaller although perhaps richer game while he hunts 
necessaries. The mink, marten, Hudson Bay sable and 
black-tipped ermine are shot and caught near the family 
camp, while the chief hunter or best runner goes off by 
himself to hunt caribou or moose, according to longi- 
tude.

ONE WAY TO GET A HORSE UP. 


ILLUSTRATED TO A CROWD IN BROADWAY BY A 
MAN WHO SPOKE NO PNGLISH. 


[New York Sun:] This was about the most extraordi- 
nary thing ever seen in the way of getting up a horse 
that had fallen. 

A man who spoke no English was driving a delivery 
wagon with a single horse east along Howard street, 
and just east of Broadway, on the south side of Howard 
street, on a particularly slippery spot, the horse, smovuth- 
shod, went down. And the driver didn't try to get him 
up there, but loosened up the harness and backed his 
wagon away and then got the harness off the horse 
altogether. 


Then he spread a blanket on the slippery pavement to 
give the horse a foothold. But the horse didn't seem to 
get his hoofs on the blanket, and that plan didn’t work. 
Then the driver sprang on the people that had gathered 
around something that not even the oldest Broadway 
policeman had ever seen done before. 

The horse lay crosswise of Howard street with his 
back toward Broadway and his lees and feet toward the 
east. Right at the horse's back as he lay toward Broad- 
way there was an area of a dozen or so square feet where 
somebody had spread ashes, and what this driver now set 
out to do was to turn this horse over and bring his feet 
to where they could get a grip on that ash-covered spot, 
and he did it. 

He tied the driving lines by one end around the horse's 
forelegs down by the hoofs. and then he tied a rope

By this time a hundred or two people had gathered 
in a crescent formation around this unusual spectacle 
presented by an attempt to turn a horse over by hauling 
on ropes attached to his legs, and the opening between 
the two horns of this crescent of spectators, on the side 
where the men were pulling, was a mounted policeman, 
who found it hard work to keep a straight face, as in 
fact did everybody else. ° 

But the policeman was on the job for all that. The 
two strings of men pulling were not pulling very evenly: 
they were getting the horse’s forelegs over rather faster 
than they did his hind legs, to which the rope was made 
fast. 

“Some more of you get on that rope!” said the police- 
man, and more men promptly did, and so they evened 
the pull, with the horse gradually turning as his feet 
went up slowly in the air. 

And the interested spectators crowded in now, off the 
sidewalk into the street, and then the mounted man 
waved ‘em back, to keep ‘em out of the street and out 
of the way. 

And meanwhile the men on the ropes were pulling 
gently but steadily, and the first thing you knew they 
had the horse turned over and lying on his other side, 
and now with his legs and feet toward Broadway and 
that little space of ash-strewn street pavement. And 
here it was different. 

When the horse set his hoofs on this they did not slide 
out from under him, and when he tried this time to get 
up, the crowd looked on silently, and in a minute the 
horse, dusty-backed, to be sure, where he had been 
turned over, was up all right. And then the crowd 
laughed and cheered. 

The young man who drove this outfit spoke no Eng- 
lish, but he had shown Broadway something new in how 
to get a fallen horse on his feet.

Preéminent)y such was St. Patrick, pioneer, 
priest. patriot. 
In just what nursery corner of the globe our little 
hero prattied baby talk is not known, England, Scot- 
land, France, all contending for honors of parentage.

There ne remained seven years. Learned the natives’ 
habits, language—not a little of their hearts, for, while 
obeying the instinct of freedom by making his escape 
at the first opportunity, he carried away with him the 
germ of that love for Ireland which was to bud and 
flower into a life purpose of passionate devotion. 

After thrilling adventures he reached “the continent, 
turned s'udent, scholar, entered the church, and step 
by step became deacon, priest, bishop. 

Of rare mental ability, magnetic to a marked degree, 
a born leader of men and master of events, the ecclesi- 
astical world and the glory thereof easily lay in the 
hollow of his hand—had he not outstretched that hand 
in yearning to the benighted souls in the land of his 
former servitude. 


From the church's viewpoint, the Irish of that day 
were undenialily “heathen,” but by no means ignorant 
savages. There was a certain barbaric splendor about 
them—in some of their dwellings, in their weapons of 
warfare, in their dress and their ornaments of gold, 
silver. and ivory; the picturesque embodiment of the 
same romantic spirit that poured itself out in fervent 
poetry and in a passionate. plaintive music. Finally, 
the youth of the land were steeped in the philosophy 
and learning of the Druids, who beld religious sway 
over the entire people. 


No easy conquest of untutored minds was the work 
of that brave missionary, and there was the power be- 
hind the throne to reckon with: keen-edged swords of 
contending doctrine crossed, priest to priest. But St. 
Patrick had studied in the best schools of France and 
Italy; soon “the paschal fire on the Hill of Slone burned 
brighter than the Druidical one on the Hill of Tara,” 
and by a miracle of enthusiasm and persuasive argu- 
ment Ireland was evangelized. 


Before the feeble, blind old saint, great with age, 


ened civilization, while as a side issue he had Chris- 
tianized the west of Scotland and the Isle of Man. 
But deeper tribute than statistics was the love uni- 
versally borne. him—an affection treasured by the sons 
of Erin for 1500 years. 
“St. Patrick goes with the Irish race the world over, 
for the true site of his work, the abiding altar that he 
raised to God, was the heart of the people.” 
It is only when we understand this intimate, house- 
hold affection for the man that we can rightly appre- 
clate all those naive legends that have grown out of 
an idolizing faith that believeth all things. 
The legend of St. Patrick and the snakes is almost too 
shop-worn for our fingering—yet how could one write a 
biography of Santa Claus without mention of reindeer? 
“There's not a mile in Ireland’s isle where the dirty 
vermin musters; 

Where’er he put his dear forefoot he murdered them 
in clusters. 

The toads went hop, the frogs went flop. slap dash into 
the water, 

And the beasts committed suicide to save themselves 
from slaughter. 

Nine hundred vipers biue he charmed with sweet dis- 
courses, 

And dined on them at Killaloo in soups and second 
courses.” 

According to popular tradition, St. Patrick was always 
preceded by a drum, or led on to victory beating one 
himself. The momentous day when he climbed the 
hill to preach his sermon that was to drive away the 
reptiles, so lustily was the drum beaten that it broke, 
but happily an angel appeared and mended it—at the 
critical moment when a large black snake, grinning 
with impish triumph, came wriggling down the descent 
toward the horrified band of his followers. 

Not only were the snakes driven away, but also was 
the soil rendered so “obnoxious to snakes” that they 
never returned. Ar a test case, in 1831, a certain Irish 
gentlemen with the national trait of humor highly de- 
veloped, imported six harmless English snakes and let 
them loose in his garden. One killed three miles from

Early in the morning of St. Patrick's Day in Ireland, 
everywhere old women are crying: “Green shamrock! 
Buy my shamrock!” Eagerly are they bought and 
worn as proud badges of patriotism, while upon the 
sleeves of all the children's coats are pinned St. Pat- 
rick crosses. 

In the beginning of February, wealthy farmers in 
Ireland brew ale to be drunk on the seventecnth of 
March—to the actompaniment of cake and pickled sal- 
mon. On that morning, a plateful of shamrock is on 
every table, and after the master and mistress have 
“drowned it in whisky,” the rest of the bottle is sent 
to the servants for a like ceremony. 

On thie joyful day, it was a custom of the old village 
inns to furnish every guest with a 
bread, and a piece of fish. If there 
hamiet, the largest cabin was selected, 
from one end to the other of the room, and a table 
board formed from doors unhinged from the other 
cabins. In this case every merrymaker furnished his 
own beer and fish. 

There is no apparent connection between St. Patrick 
and the flood of biblical narrative, but it is tradition- 
ally claimed that it was on March 17 that Noah and 
his family went into the ark—an amusing coincidence 
when we consider the proverbial bad weather of the 
day we celebrate.

How CATHERINE SAVED THE ForT 
Ar OLD DETROIT.

OWN in front of old Fort Detroit the bright blue 
D river sparkled and rippled in fragmentdry waves. 

Across its half-mile of expanse the tiny houses of 
the Canadians huddled like snow-white doves. On every 
side the eye was met with the tender greenness and bud- 
ding freshness of forest trees. Here and there the 
smoke from some Indian wagwam rose in curling spiral 
rings, melting, and disappearing in the clear spring air. 

Late on the afternoon of the Sth of May, 1763, Mon- 
sieur St. Aubin, one of the principal and most respected 
of the Canadian settlers, stood upon the water bastion 
of the fort idly watching the greedy river lapping its 
very feet, and at the same time keeping an anxious 
lookout over its dancing waters, where every once in a 
while the bright silver scales of some small fish—pur- 
sued by a larger—glittered for an instant in the sun- 
Hight.

I, 
also. have noticed a strange unrest among the Indians 
of late. I am going to warn the commandant to be upon 
his guard,” said M. Gouin, an old and much-respected 
set tler. 

So down the narrow streets of the old fort he burried, 
past its small, closely-bullt houses, till he came to Maj. 
Gladwin's quarters. He brushed past the sentinel and 
rushed into the commandant s room, where he soon told 
all he had heard. 

Maj. Gladwin listened quietly till] M. Gouin had fin- 
ished, then, with a laugh, said: 

“You Canadians are always hearing strange tales, 
and alarm yourselves needlessly at bugaboos; but as 
for me, I care just that,” snapping his fingers, “for all 
the Indians encamped about here.” 

“Mais, Monsieur, hast thou taken to account how many 
have come to the settlement’? The Pottawattomies, Wy- 
andots and Ottawas have encamped right in our midst, 
while many other smaller tribes are not far away. 
What mean all these Indians?” 

“Nothing more than that they like to feast at our ex- 
pense. Not a day passes but swarms of them come beg- 
ging for anything we will give them. So trouble me not 
with such idle tales,” said Gladwin, dismissing him.

SOMETHING ABOUT GREENHOUSES AND 
THEIR USES. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


E who has a greenhouse, a warm window with 
H. of light, or any suitable place for starting 
seeds indoors, should sow now for plants suitable 

ior placing in the garden after all danger of frost is 
_past. If one has the greenhouse, either with or without 
heat, he may also propagate bedding and border plants 
from cuttings. Among the bedding plants most com- 
monly used are Aceyranthes (properly Iresines,) Agera- 
tum, Althernantheras, Coleus, Salvias, and Santolina. 
Some of these are of that ugly beet-top color which we 
have always tried to discourage the use of, but they are 
included for the reason that some people want them and 

profess to like them. , 
Bottom heat either in greenhouse of a hotbed 

with stable manure will prove a great aid by insuring 
success, and in all cases bringing a much greater propor- 
tion of the cuttings to root. However, unless one has a 
large house, such conveniences do not pay, and the aver- 
age garden owners would better rely on the nurseryman 
for needed plants. For those who wish to experiment, 
the following is recommended: Make all cuttings with 


a sharp knife, occasionally wiped clean, cutting through 


at an angle of about 45 degrees, just below a bud or eye. 
Insert these cuttings in a box of clean, sharp sand in 
rows. Do not force them down, but use a lath or other 
straight edge by laying on sand and making a cut in 
the wet sand with a piece of shingle, old 
similar utensil, and after insertion of cuttings 
sand back against them, and

Every year marks an improve- 
ment in this class of begonias, and no garden is com- 
plete without them. They range from white to deep or- 
ange and crimson, both single and double. 


A Native Yellow-Flowering Currant. 


For the past month visitors to the foothill cafions may 
have seen a fine yellow flowering currant, a showy shrub 
well worthy of transplanting to the garden. The pen- 
dant long-tubed blossoms hang thickly on all the 
branches, and are succeeded by small, very seedy cur- 
rants of no food value except to birds and some of our 
smaller mammals. This species (Ribes tenuifiorum) 
end the scarlet gooseberry (R. speciosum,) which is also 
now in bloom, are both good garden shrubs.

Mrs. A. F. G., Pomona, writes as follows: “My chick- 
ens look healthy, and their combs bright, but all at once 
they become droopy and their eyes half-closed with that 
sleepy look. They stand or sit around that way for 
days, then perhaps die. Then I have some that their 
combs will turn so dark that they are almost black, and 
these will sometimes get swelled eyes and often lose 
the sight.” 0 

It is to be regretted that you were not more specific 
in your descriptions. Fowls given to general jistlessness 
without symptoms of specific disease indicate indiges- | 
tion, due to overfeeding and want of exercise. Correct 
the diet and make them get busy.” Dark purplish | 
comb and face, general ruffied appearance, and a brown- 
ish watery discharge indicate congestion of the liver; if 
the discharge is yellowish it is inflammation of the liver. 
If allowed to reach this stage, it is usually fatal. Liver 
diseases are due to overfeeding. Use a good liver pill, 
and of course remedy conditions. It the nostrils dis- 
charge profusely and are ill-smelling, it indicates roup 
and influenza, which is indeed a bad thing in a flock. In 
severe cases, kill the afflicted birds and burn the carcass 
or bury it deep, as the disease is contagious. If only a 
cold, any of the roup remedies to be had at the supply 
stores are good.

Human Bloodhounds. 


REMARKABLE KEENNESS OF BLACK 
“TRACK E#*S” OF AUSTRALIA. 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 


CRIMINAL in Australia knows that his chances 
for escape are nearly hopeless if a “tracker” is put 
upon his trail within a day after the crime is dis- 
covered. A “tracker” is a native black man having a 
natural instinct for running down criminals fleeing from 


strange power is possessed by no other race in the world. 

So implicit is the confidence felt in them by the police 
that when a black starts out upon a man hunt the officer 
who goes with him merely follows in his wake. He does 
not question him, or in any way interfere with him, but, 
leading his own horse, allows the guide to go in what- 
ever direction he pleases, no matter how apparently rea- 
sonless his course may seem. 

The most successful trackers are in Queensland, near 
the edge of New South Wales. They will travel any dis- 
tance, animated by no feeling of hatred for their quarry, 
but only desirous of proving their expertness. The re- 
ward they ask is absurdly small for the long and difficult 
trails. A few shillings or some cheap bracelets, rings, 
and 80 on, quite satisfies them. They have no idea of 
the value of money. Rum is their great weakness. 

Once a tracker was employed to locate some valuable 
trees for a timber man. He had to travel some forty 


cut his way through with his tomahawk. All he asked 
for was a bottle of rum, while the timber merchant de- 
rived over £2000 from the sale of the trees. 

The following description of a man hunt will convey 
a clear idea af the dangers and hardships to be endured: 

In this particular case the tracker was a splendid spec- 
imen of me The usual loin garment of kangaroo 
skin he bad exchanged for a light covering of cotton 
cloth provided by the police. He led a horse, so as to 
make time in the open country districts where the run- 
away's footsteps could be seen from a horse. The bunt 
was very earnest, because the fugitive had stolen some 
cattle. In Australia the crime of cattle stealing is most 
severely dealt with, and considered a serious offence. 

The offender was a well-seasoned bushman, cunning. 
and acquainted with the tactics of the “trackers;” fur- 
thermore, he had two days’ start of his pursuers. 

To accompany a chase like this is awesome; the utter 
silence and desolation of the woods is so depressing. 
Then, too, the trails are deceptive, often leading to a 
deserted wood camp beneath a foliage so dense that it 
is impossible even to catch a glimpse of the sky. Dark- 
ness closes in very quickly in the mountain regions, and 
by nightfall the tracker“ and his employer were glad 
to reach an “accommodation house” (or rancher’s home,) 
where such as these were usually welcomed and allowed 
to put up for the night. At this house the officer tried to 
hear tidings of his man, but no one had seen him. 
| All the next day the black fellow led along as swiftly 
as possible. The way was extremely rough, and mile 
after mile was covered through wild silences, until a

But such is the con- 
fidence in that country in the faithfulness and ability of 
a “tracker.” He now crawled for the greater part on his 
hands and knees, minutely examining twigs and 
branches for signs of a freshly-broken passageway for 
the fugitive. He was about ten feet ahead of the others, 
when he gave a subdued exclamation of delight. 

“I catch white feller quick!” he said, and pointed to 
a scrap of cloth clinging to a broken twig. Four hours 
‘more, and a river was reached. There in the damp earth 
of the bank two footprints were plainly seen. 

The “tracker” leaped into the river and struck out for 
the opposite side. Emerging upon the other bank, he 
ran, dripping, for twenty feet or so, following footprints 
that had again stopped at the water's edge. 

Then the trailer paused. He was plainly puzzled. 
What had become of the cattle thief? Had he recrossed 
the river or swam down as far as be could and landed on 
either bank, then struck into the woods again? After 
sharply examining the ground, the troubled guide swam 
back and landed a few yards below his party. By his 
actions they saw that he had found the tracks again. 
The criminal had inceed crossed the river, but where had 
he gone after that? 

Trust a “tracker” to solve riddles of that sort! Sud- 
denly he began uncovering the leaves and twigs between 
him and the other two men until he reached them. 
They were sitting beneath a huge eucalyptus tree. 


“White feller no fool black feller!” he said, smiling, 
wet and breathless. Then it was seen that the fugitive 
had carefully covered up his tracks by walking backward. 
Strange to relate, these tracks terminated under the very 
tree where the party were seated. But apparently the 
man hunt was finished; the game had vanished into 
space! 

The “tracker” dashed into a thicket and hastily secured” 
a strong, pliable vine, used by the natives to scale tree 
trunks too smooth to climb. This he threw about the 
tree, and began to ascend it. The others looked on in 
astonishment. Up went the black until thirty feet in the 
air. Then those below noticed that the main trunk of 
the tree had been broken off years before, forming a 
crotch for the new branches that had sprung up on either 
side. 

A most astonishing thing happened. Reaching down 
into the hollow of the half-dead tree trunk, the “tracker” 
seized something, at the same time shouting to the offi-

Out of the opening appeared a man's head, and a more 
wretched object could never have been seen. He was 
tousled, dirty, gaunt, half-starved. . 

In due course he paid the penalty of his crime. He 
said that, knowing a “tracker” would be put upon his 
trail, he had hoped to give him the impression that he 
had been drowned while swimming the river. 


Trackers have a horror of traveling after dark, being 
constantly in fear of meeting the Bunyip, a fearful mon- 
ster with glaring eyes, which they believe to be the spirit 
of an old aboriginal king who roams around the swampy 
land at night to catch black men. You can frighten a 
“tracker” half out of his wits by telling him you will 
send the Bunyip after him. They also believe that a 
giant lives on mountain tops. waiting to kill them with 
aclub. Hence they never sleep on top of a mountain or 
near a swamp, always pitching their brush tents, or 
mimis, near a dry and level spot. Their only religious

To be hanged is the least he can expect. 


Perpetual solitary imprisonment is a far more dreadful 
fate. It drove Bresci, the assassin of King Humbert of 
Italy, to suicide; and it has transformed Lucchini, who 
murdered the Empress of Austria, into a hopeless imbe- 
elle. 

Among the plotters implicated in the murder of the 
late Shah of Persia, one was tortured to death in prison, 
while another was incased in wet plaster of paris, 
which, on setting, slowly crushed the life out of him. 
Three of the assassins of a previous Shah were boiled 
alive in huge copper cauldrons. 

So late as the year 1831, the two Mavromichaeis, who 
slew Count Capo d'istria the first president of Greece, 
were immured within close brick walls, built round them 
up to their chins, and supplied with salted food (but no 
drink) until they died. 

Damiens, who atiempted the life of King Louls XV, 
was first barbarously tortured, and then torn to pieces by

An unusual amount of printed mat- 
ter will be turned out by the State Commission of Hor- 
ticulture, as another report will be printed in June, giv- 
ing the proceedings of the convention to be held at Riv- 
erside in April.

Representation Necessary. 


— 


HE RIVERSIDE ENTERPRISE advocates the main- 
1 tenance of a committee upon horticultural] legislation 
at the next meeting of the Legislature. There can be 
nothing {illegitimate or offensive in this plan. I know 
there is nothing in the minds of any fruit grower in the 
State in the line of horticultural legislation in whose 
fruition aught but the good of the whole people would 
have place. If this is conceded by all others no one will 
object to the presence of a strong committee at Sacra- 
mento next winter to forward enactments upon which 
the future of horticulture so largely depends. This com- 
mittee should be the product of the fruit growers them- 
selves, and would thus know what legislation is neces- 
sary to conserve and protect our greatest industry. and 
heace promote every other industry. 


It is not generally known by the farmers of the State 
that many meritorious bills upon horticultural interests 
have failed of passage at Sacramento purely through in- 
attention or indifference upon the part of past Legisla- 
tures. One of the most meritorious horticultural laws 
passed and signed by the Governor in 1907 was made 
void by the failure to place it in the bill for the codifi- 
cation of the laws. It was purely accidental, but one of 
the accidents that is fatal. If a watchful committee had 
been on the legislative deck this law would be in opera- 
tion today. Again, the farmers have never been pos- 
sessed of any recognized vehicle through which their 
legislative needs could be made known. Hence there has 
been no encouragement for them to seek to know just 
what the State really needs in horticultural enactment. 
Unless some one can show that wrongful legislation has 
been sought in the past in these lines. or that it would 
be likely in the future there is no reason why this com- 
mittee should not be appointed and join in the promo- 
tion of every measure that would assist the farmers in 
the development and stability of the foundation industry 
of California. 

Vineyards and Soil Survey. 

T the Riverside convention of fruit growers the Bu- 

reau of Solle will be represented by Prof. Mackie, 
who will expound the actual work of his department and 
its practical relation to fruit culture. This department 
does not work merely to establish a record of the classes 
and characteristics of the soils examined. Mr. Mackie's 
corps of men is now engaged in the examination of vine- 
vard solls, and le working in codperation with George C. 
Husmann and his associates in demonstrating the fit- 
ness of different varieties of the grape to different solls. 
It is the difference of telling about ft and doing it, and 
the work of these men will therefore prove of great 
value. 

At the United States experimental vineyard, Stockton, 
seventy-three varieties of ten vines each of resistant 
stock are growing. At Oakville and Fresno the resis- 
tants that have proven meriiorious in small plantings, 
have been more largely planted in order to afford 
broader opportunities for observation. Fifty-seven new 
varieties of European grapes have been grafted upon re- 
sistant stocks at Oakville for fruiting tests, for not only 
must a phylloxera-resistant stock from its quality as a 
resistant. but it must be adapted to the varieties to be 
grafted upon it to be of commercial worth. Fortunate 


_ will be the vine planter of ten years hence with the 


‘practical knowledge of vines at hand which is now be- 
ing gleaned in California by these agents of the Bureau 
of Plant Industry of Washington. Codrdinate with these 
viticultural experiments is the great commercial uplift- 
ing of the grape industry from the Mexican line to the 
head of the Sacramento Valley. The chain of govern- 
ment experiment vineyards coukd not have been estab- 
lished at a more opportune time.

HAVE referred in an indefinite way to an expected 
celebration of the opening of the Southern California 
Pathological Laboratory.

I modestly offer the congratulations of The Times, and 
of the fruit growers of the State to the university upon 
the possibility of the coming celebration, witnessing the 
opening of the new Laboratory with its fine equipment 
for studying plant diseases under such favorable condi- 
tions.

“As a Man Eateth.” 


N the March Swastika a Los Angeles correspondent 
1 the following question 

“Do you believe in a course of diet for the develop- 
ment of the subconscious faculties, intuition and inspi- 
ration? If so, what do you suggest, or would you ad- 
vise fasting?” 

In his reply, Dr. Melvor- Tyndall says: 

“The subject of diet, fasting, etc., is related to the 
health of the physical body only. It has practically 
nothing to do with the subconscious. Our greatest 
geniuses have been chronic dyspeptics, and more than 
reckless as to the subject of diet, while men who are 
perfectly healthy may and generally do lack the quality 
called ‘genius.’ 

Why? Because genius is an abnormal—a more or less 
morbid—manifestation. Genius and insanity are closely 
allied. Wherever there is genius you will at least find 
a trace of the neurasthenic habit. Genius is an exotic, 
that flourishes in warm moist places, or like an orchid, 
springs from rotting wood. 

Sporadic flashes of genius may emanate from one 
who has a dyspeptic stomach, but never clear protracted 
mental effort, that may be of service to its possessor and 
to the world. To say that diet relates to the body only 
is highly erroneous. A sound mind can only dwell in 
a sound body, and a sound body can only be enjoyed by 
him who eats right, and digests well. As a man eateth, 
so ts he. 

As to diet having no influence on the subconscious 
mind, just eat a dish of lobster a la Newburg and plum 
pudding with hard sauce, before retiring, and see what 
tricks your 8. M. will play you, while you sleep.

Why don't they sometimes quote from an earlier and 
higher authority—that of the Lord God Almighty, as re- 
ported as follows, in the third verse of the sixth chap- 
ter of Genesis: 

“And the Lord said, My Spirit shall not always strive 
with man, for that he is also flesh, yet his days shall be 
an hundred and twenty years.” 

As mentioned by the editor, in his recent article on 
longevity, there is a tradition that the shortening of 
men's days began when they forsook the Edenic diet— 
“I have given you every herb yielding seed, which is 
upon the face of all the earth, and every tree in which is 
the fruit of a tree yielding seed, to you it shall be for 
food”—and took to the eating of the flesh of animals. 
Certain it is that a simple, temperate, non-flesh dietary 
is conducive to long life, while a liberal dietary, con- 
sisting largely of flesh foods, tends to result in a short 
life, that is not always a merry one. 

The United States census report for 1900 gave 3604 
persons in the United States 100 years of age or over. 
Remarkable to say, the centenarians in the little princi- 
pality of Bulgaria, with less than three and a half mil- 
lion population, number 3883. At a similar ratio, there 
should be 100,000 centenarians in this country. 


Recently the remarkable longevity of the Bulgarians 
has been attributed to their free consumption of sour 
milk. As the editor said, in the article above referred 
to, it is more probably due to their simple, frugal diet, 
and out-of-door life. In confirmation of this, the fol- 
lowing has been received by the editor from James Thy- 
manki of Phoenix, Ariz., who is a native of Cos, Asia 
Minor, the birthplace of Hippocrates: 

“About twenty miles out there is a small village of 
500 people, all of them Greek Christians, who never 
taste meat except on holidays such as Christmas, New 
Year, and Easter. They thrive on black bread, that 
made out of barley being the cheaper, and wheat with 
garlic, oalons, olives and greens. All those people are 
considered by the other inhabitants of the island as the 
most long-lived, strong and healthy. Their women are 
as strong as the men. Many years ago I remember some 
of their women defied the Turkish guards of the Regie— 
the monopoly of tobacco. 

“I quite agree with you that the sour milk does not 
make the Bulgarians strong and long-lived, but the sim- 
ple diet.” 


What Is A “Cure?” 


HE Literary Digest says: 

“This question arises in connection with the prose- 
cution of several Washington druggists under the pure- 
food law. for selling a compound with the odd name of 
‘Cur-Forhedake Brane Fude. The act provides that a 
drug shall be deemed to be misbranded if its package or 
label ‘shall bear any statement, design, or device regard- 
ing such article, or the ingredients or substances con- 
tained therein, which shall be false or misleading in any | 
particular.’ The Agricultural Department holds that the 
name as given above means a ‘cure’ for headache, and 
that this designation is false. 

“The National Druggist (St. Louis, February,) which 
looks upon Dr. Wiley and the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
with a critical, if not hostile, eye, takes this occasion for 
another criticism of Dr. Wiley’s work which is interest- 
ing as showing the ‘other side’ of the question. This 
journal! thinks that if the defendants are convicted, every 
druggist and a large number of medicine manufacturers 
will at once be subject to fine and imprisonment.” 

So they should be, if they sell drugs as “cures.” Drugs 
never did, never could, never will “cure” disease. They 
only complicate conditions, interfering with nature's 
effort to cast forth impurities.

say nothing and take his prescription when it is offered. 
It happens, however, that he wasn't constructed on this 
plan, so the doctors think he is bold and presumptuous 
to dare to venture to question venerable medical “au- 
thorities. Yet, when we see what some of these re- 
cently-recruited medical “authorities” are, we find that 
they ain't so much.” As, for instance, read this, from 
an exchange: 


“In support of an assertion he had made that the pres- 
ent medical curriculum in the average medical college 
does not properly prepare the student for the practice of 
his profession. Dr. Henry Beats, Jr., president of the 
Medical Council of Pennsylvania, and also head of the 
State Board of Medical Examiners, has gone a step fur- 
ther and offered statistical proof. 


“His criticism of the average medical graduate was re- 
plied to the day after it was published by several of the 
leading medical school professors in Philadelphia. These 
all held that he had overstated the facts. 


“Dr. Beats, in turn, has given out a statement of the 
examinations for physicians’ diplomas held in Philadel- 
phia last month for persons desiring to practice in this 
State. Out of eighty-eight applicants for the coveted 
diplomas, he said, fifty-one failed to pass examinations 
in all the subjects, while twenty-nine failed to qualify 
for the diplomas, the mark being only seventy- 
five out of a possible 100. 

“Of the fifty-one it was shown, with only a few excep- 
tions, the successful applicants failed in the elementary 
subjects in which an examination was held, physiology 
and pathology. 

“If any medical college in the United States,’ said Dr. 
Beats, ‘desires me to substantiate my assertion, I invite 
such to accompany me to Harrisburg, and, abiding by the 
results, examine the papers of those filiterate stadents— 
men so IIliterate that it is self-evident they are utterly 
incapable of understanding medicine—upon whom they 
have conferred degrees, and permit me to unfold the 
names of the colleges and faculties that conferred such 
degrees. 

Yet, these young men, who lack even a rudimentary 
knowledge cf physiology and pathology, are now duly 
authorized to treat, and poison, and carve, and kill any 
sick person who may apply to them, while worthy men, 
who have, perhaps, spent half a century in studying the 
laws of health and disease, will be arrested, prosecuted, 
and fined or imprisoned, if they dare, for pay, to rub a 
sick person, administer a wet pack, or an injection, or 
even give advice in regard to diet. 

When, in addition to these things, the editor remem- 
bers that there hang regular medical diplomas in 
thousands of offices of scoundrelly “specialists,” who 
should be serving time on a chain gang, he is somewhat 
inclined to be more proud of the degree of “No-Doc,” 
conferred upon him last year at the Christmas jinks of 
the University Club, than he would be of a handen 
framed “M. D.” diploma. |
